The 
picture represents a Wildheuer (a poor peasant who 
ekes out his scanty living by keeping a few goats 
descending a nill with a load of hay made from grass which 
grows on the hill tops As he passes a wayside shrine 
he notices a monk and, despite the difficulties of his 
situation, doffs his cap in token of respect. 
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
